Each piece is carved from a single 
block of wood and varnished so the

To produce the black color, she burns 
the carved wood with a torch. The soft 





wood burns away leaving Geep grooves 


between the lines of the grain 
The matching chess table has a carved 
horse's head for the base. Sixteen 


different types of wood are set into the 
playing surface. Mrs. German also made 
a velvet-lined wooden carrying case 

Another project she recently finished 
is a six-foot-long wine-tasting table. The 
base is two five-bottie wine racks with a 
glass rack hanging between 

The surface has a small, inlaid cutting 
board surrounded by inlaid tile and 
polished wood. The table, which is her 
own design, will sell for about $200, she 
said 

In the future, Mrs. German hopes to 
design more chairs and benches. She is 
studying upholstery and will concentrate 
on the old-fashioned coils, springs and 
webbing. Old-fashioned uphoistery 1s 
quality work, she commented 

She works until late each night in her 
home workshop building furniture and 
carving wood. The products are 
displayed in her shop along with hand 
crafted work by other local artisans 

There is metal sculpture by Robert 
Hicks, string art by Clay Ambrose and 
macrame by Carol Taylor, all Upland 
residents. Pots made by a Chino High 
School student, posters and decorative 
pillows add variety. Fantasy drawings 
done by her 12-year-old daughter line the 
walls 

The front of the shop is an unusual 
window divided into sections of colored 
glass, clear glass and cobweb-like 
designs of copper wire. She built a 
similar window for her kitchen and said 
they are good for windows or room 
dividers where people don't want to cut 
out the light 

Occasionally, she sees people who 
seem afraid to come into the shop. ‘‘The 
lookers are as welcome as the buyers

Employees 
are given 
pay hike 


Upland employees will receive a 2 
percent pay increase starting Dec. | 

In executive session Monday, the City 
Council considered two proposals 
presented by city attorney Donald 
Maroney. The first called for a 24 
percent across-the-board pay increase 
The second was for a $25 per month raise 
for each employee 

Maroney noted the second proposal 
would be considerably more difficult to 
institute due to preblems in 
programming the computer, Council 
approved the 24e-percent increase with 
John McCarthy abstaining due to a 
conflict of interest and Ina Petokas 
dissenting. McCarthy's son is a city 
employee 

The raise was proposed to counter the 
effects of inflation on employee duying 
power, Councilman Hal Bailin 
previously had noted that based on 
estimates of city income, employees had 
been limited to an increase of 7% 
percent, Since income was higher than 
expected, Bailin said, it was a matter of 
good faith that employees receive an 
across-the-board increase 


Commenting that inflation hits the 
lower-income brackets harder, Mrs 
Petokas said an equal sum for each full 
time employee would be more equitable 
A percentage increase would give more 
money to employees with higher 
salaries 

She had previously stated that an 
across-the-board increase is inflationary 
because it causes wage-related benefits 
to increase also 

Ernie Miller, political chairman for 
the Upland Employees Association, 
stated an increase in wage-related 
benefits actually is anti-inflationary. By 
raising benefits, he said, council could 
give a lower percentage raise and 
employecs still would bene’it “1a, 
employees would pol Nave “& pay axes 
on the benefit portion of the raise 


A cost of living adjustment is 
imperative at least twice a year because 
of the increase in inflation, said Miller, 
noting that take-home salary would have 
to be increased 19 percent to meet only 
increased food costs 

In other action, the council established 
occupational groups to negotiate yearly 
employe contracts. City manager Lee 
Travers said that previously all 
employees were represented by one 
negotiating group 

Police officers and fire fighters have 
employment conditions so different from 
other city employees that they requested 
separate negotiating groups

Equestrian, 

mobile home 
developments 
are approved

Upland’s future includes an equestrian 
establishment and a planned residential 
development of mobile homes 

After adding conditions to protect 
nearby residents, the City Council 
approved a gone change and conditional 
use permit (CUP) allowing the Fred 
Krarmer family to build a family home 
and horse boarding stable on 10 acres 
south of 16th Street between Campus and 
Euclid 

Counci! added the restriction that the 
Pup should be reviewed if two or more 
residences are constructed on the 
portion of property designated for family 
home, garden and grove of trees. 

Councilmat Hal Bailin said that 
condition Was necessary due to past 
problems the city has had with stables in 
residential areas, At the request of 
Councilman John MeCarthy, Council 
also required that the Kramers be 
personally responsible for the 
cleanliness of the stable and surrounding 
areas 

The Kramer family plans to keep 
horses for personal use and to board 
horses for area residents, Permit 
conditions limit the number of horses to 
2 and require street improvements 
along the south side of 16th Street. The 
permit expires after five years and can 
be renewed with council permission, 

The zone change from residential to 
open was requested because the area is 
no longer suitable for single-family 
homes. Flooding in 1968 out the 
area. Until the Corps of can 
guarantee the area is safe from flooding, 
residences will not be built, sald 
property owner Kramer, 

The property has no value to the city 
and owners, but the gone change would 
allow a reasonable use of the land, he 
slated 

Courncilwomen tea Petokas noted that 
16th Street ts olives for a @ 
thoroughfare and questioned her it 
is a safe area for young riders.” 

Kremer said the’ «ith proper caution 
there will be fo more hagerd than for 
pedestrians. Riders will be able to use a 
riding ring on the property, An 
abandoned Southern Pacific Railroad 
line to the south and the Euclid riding 
trail to the northwest also are safe areas, 
he noted 

Originally the family planned for 
boarders to be responsible for ut 
their horses’ stalls, but Pat Kramer 
cleaning would be included in the 
boarding price to be sure the fly, health 
and odor problems are prevented. 

Kramer indicated the first stage of 
development would be construction of a 
family home. Second stage is 
construction of the stables and riding 
ring followed by planting a three-acre 
grove of trees. The trees will be last 
because they require a large investment 
and extensive watering and care, said 
Kramer 

Trees being considered are evergreen 
and avocado which would provide a 
buffer for adjacent properties and a 
money crop for the Kramers, Until the 
grove is planted, a buffer will be 
provided by trees and shrubs presently 
on the property, Mrs. Kramer said. 

The mobile home development 
approved by the Council is a new concept 
for Upland, according to planning 
director Rod Anderson. It will be a 
planned residential development with 
green areas and private ownership 
similar to a condominium concept rather 
than mobile home park 

The development will be located on 
14th Street between Benson and 
Mountain. Developer Paul R. Nordberg 
said each of the 107 lots will be sold in a 
package including a 1,400-1,800 square 
foot home 

On the advice of the planning 
department, roads have been widened to 
allow visitor parking and green-belt 
areas have been increased to 10 percent 
of the development 

The green belts between each row of 
lots have been planned to include lemon 
trees presently on the property as well as 
additional trees and shrubs. As in @ 
condominium development, a 
homeowners’ association will be 

responsible for grounds maintenance 

Plans include swimming pools but not 
large recreation rooms. In such an urban 
area, recreation facilities are close 
enough that residents won't need large, 
expensive facilities, Nordberg noted. 

Restrictions of the CUP include 
notifying prospective buyers of the 
approach zone for Cable Airport and 
review of all plans by the architectural 
commission. Development must be 
started within one year or the permit 
will be revoked

1974. The property does not

score low in tests 


Ontario-Montclair School 
Dustrict students scored below 
the norms established by the 
publisher of state-mandated 
reading, language and 
arithmetic tests, board 
members were told Thursday 

“District scores above the 
second grade level are lower 
then publishers’ norms and 
there is a slight imcreasing 
deficit for each successive 
grade level,” according to a 
report prepared by Everett 
Hilliard, a district 
administrator and psychologist 

In attempting to explam the 
low scores, Hilliard noted 
several indicators that district 
children enter the school 
system with what could be 
considered educational 
handicaps 


This was demonstrated in a 
test of basic concepts given 


Cub Scout Pack 
reports awards, 


kindergarten children That 
test had district children 
scoring well below the 
publishers average 

The district has 38 per cent of 
its children listed in the 
“Spanish surname” category, 
compated to 3) per cent for the 
State, Also, there is a 
significantly fewer percentage 
of children with professional 
parents in the district, when 
compared with state averages 

But district second grade 
Students scored below state 
expectancies in a reading test 
that took into account 
economic, language, mobility 
and other factors 

Hilliard, however, said the 
second grade students scored 
only a few percentage points 
below what was expected of 
them, a situation that would 
have changed with just a few 
more correct answers
